Newspaper Man and Politician 


Murdered in Los Angeles 


Before 'Expose.' 


LOS ANGELES, May 21.—The 


Los Angeles underworld was being 
combed today for the slayer of 
Charles Crawford, prominent pol- 
itician, and Herbert Spencer, vet- 
eran police reporter and former 
city editor 
of the Los Angeles 


Evening Express. 


Both men were slain by an un- 


identified gunman. He met them 
in Crawford's private office, con- 
versed with them behind locked 
doors for more than an hour and 
escaped after the shooting. 


Spencer, shot twice with a .38 


calibre pistol, died almost instant- 
ly. One bullet struck him in the 
chest, another in the stomach. 


Crawford died four hours after 


he was shot in the abdomen. A 
blood transfusion and a major op- 
eration failed to save bis life. 


After 18 years of service on the 


Los Angeles Express, Spencer, who 
was 45 years old. last Feburary, 
bought a half interest in a local 
magazine, "The Critic of Critics." 
The magazine dealt with tne expo- 
sure of gambling and graft. 


Crawford, who was 52 years old, 


was well-known in Los Angeles 
political circles. He was a heavy 
advertiser in the magazine of 
which Spencer was co-proprietor. 


The editors of the magazine had 


been investigating gambling inter- 
ests that have entrenched them- 
selves in Los Angeles and Holly- 
wood and Spencer had threatened 
to expose the "Al Capone of Los 
Angeles" in the current issue of 
his magazine. Crawford, accord- 
ing to Spencer's friends, was sup- 
plying the magazine with informa- 
tion upon which the asserted ex- 
pose was to be based.

pany's rails will be treated as soon 
aa that company puts- it's O. K.

the completion of the work and the 
acceptance by the service depart- 
ment.
